October  18-21  during  the  2001  Scsquicentennial  Homecoming  celebration. 

Multiple  festivities  were  kicked  off  Thursday  evening  with  the  popular 
student  variety  show,  Kastle  Kapers,  held  on  Neumann  Auditorium.  Coronation 
of  Homecoming  royalties  followed  the  show.  Seniors  Jude  Burger  and  Rachael 
Mueller  were  crownwed  king  and  queen  in  the  sold-out  event.

"hristmas  with  Wartburg 


Christmas  with  Wartburg,  a  tradition  and 
household  name  around  Wartburg  had  approximately 
200  students  participate  throughout  the  many 
performances  by  Wartburg  Choir,  Castle  Singers, 
Wind  Ensemble  and  Ritterchor. 

The  Theme  "A  Stable  Lamp  Is  Lighted"  was 
especially  appropriate  in  light  of  the  September  11, 
2001  tragic  events.  This  simple  theme  helped  many 
people  remember  that  Christ  is  the  light  of  the  world. 

"Following  September  11th,  Christmas  With 
Wartburg  once  again  gave  amazing  testimony  to  the 
idea  that  times  of  stress,  distraction,  uncertainty,  and 
even  fear  can  always  be  overshadowed  by  times  of 
complete  sharing  and  enjoyment  of  the  peace  and 
hope  given  to  us  by  God,  regardless  of  the 
circumstances,"  said  junior,  Sally  Simons. 

The  finale  piece  of  the  program,  "What  Can 
I  Give  Him,"  was  especially  meaningful  to  many 
students  because  it  was  decided  upon  after  a  signed 
petition  had  been  circulated  to  have  Professor 
Matthew  Armstrong's  composed  piece  instead  of  a 
piece  by  an  outside  composer. 

"I  was  very  glad  with  the  outcome  of  the 
petition.  Professor  Armstrong  has  meant  so  much  too 
many  people  in  the  music  ensembles.  With  this 
possibly  being  his  last  year  at  Wartburg,  I  felt  it  was 
a  very  appropriate  tribute  to  him.  We  are  very 
blessed  to  have  a  composer  of  his  magnitude  on 
faculty  at  Wartburg,"  said  senior  Matt  McNamara. 

Christmas  with  Wartburg  was  blessed  to 
start  back  in  the  early  1940's  when  a  civic  Christmas 
concert  was  sponsored  by  the  music  department  to  be 
held  at  Waverly  High  School  auditorium.  The 
concert  consisted  of  college  students  and  local 
primary  and  secondary  school  groups.  Later  in  1947 
the  college  decided  to  present  their  own  program  to 


start  a  traditional  holiday  event.  Finally,  in  1951  the 
event  was  called  Christmas  at  Wartburg.  When 
performances  in  Des  Moines  and  Cedar  Falls  were 
added  in  the  1980's  the  name  was  again  changed  to 
Christmas  with  Wartburg.  A  performance  was  added 
in  Cedar  Rapids  to  honor  the  college's  150th 
anniversary  this  year. 

"I  think  it  represents  the  finest  of  what  we 
can  offer  to  the  community  and  also  the  state  of  Iowa. 
There  are  wonderful  messages  in  the  music  and  we 
touch  people  at  levels  we  may  never  recognize,"  said 
Professor  Armstrong. 

Many  students  have  fond  memories  of 
Christmas  with  Wartburg.  The  time,  talent  and 
actions  that  are  taken  for  this  tradition  to  occur  are 
incredible. 

"My  favorite  memory  of  Christmas  with 
Wartburg  happened  during  the  Des  Moines  Civic 
Center  concert  this  year.  The  finale  was  finished  and 
after  acknowledging  the  performers  Dr.  Hancock 
acknowledged  Professor  Armstrong  for  writing  the 
wonderful  finale.  Professor  Armstrong  got  on  the 
podium,  looked  at  us  with  tears  running  down  his 
face,  and  put  his  hand  on  his  heart.  We  all  cried 
together  while  the  crowd  rose  to  their  feet  and 
applauded.  I  cried  for  two  reasons-  one,  because 
Professor  Armstrong  has  made  such  a  difference  in 
my  life  and  in  the  lives  of  my  peers,  and  Wartburg 
will  be  at  a  huge  disadvantage  without  him  next  year, 
and  two  because  it  was  my  final  Christmas  with 
Wartburg  as  a  performer.  It  was  the  most  emotional 
experience  I  have  ever  had  during  the  entire  four 
years  that  I  was  a  part  of  Christmas  with  Wartburg, 
and  I  will  never,  ever  forget  it,"  said  senior  Heidi 
Tiedt.

As  the  United  States  witnessed  the  terrorist  attacks  on  New  York  City  and  Washington,  D.C.,  Tuesday,  Wartburg  also  feh  the  effects 
of  the  national  disaster  that  took  place. 

Community  members  prayed  for  victims  and  their  families  at  a  special  service  Tuesday  afternoon  that  packed  the  chapel  and  at  the 
seven-hour  prayer  vigil  during  Friday's  national  day  of  reflection.  The  city  of  Waverly  also  held  a  vigil  Friday  afternoon  where  Mayor  Ike 
Ackerman,  along  with  area  pastors  including  the  Rev.  Larry  Trachte  offered  prayers  and  read  from  scripture. 

Here  at  Wartburg,  two  discussions,  one  in  the  East  Room  Tuesday  night  and  another  led  by  six  panelists  in  Buhr  Lounge  Thursday 
night,  gave  students  the  chance  to  express  their  feelings  and  views. 

Travel  in  the  area  was  also  hindered  in  the  wake  of  the  terrorist  attack,  as  many  drivers  swarmed  to  the  gas  pumps  Tuesday  night  fearing  that 
prices  would  be  sky-high  and  the  fuel  supply  would  run  out. 

Faculty  and  student  trips  this  week  were  canceled  due  to  the  nation-wide  problem  of  grounded  airlines.  Even  President  Jack  Ohle  had 
problems  returning  to  Waverly.  He  was  in  Denver,  Colo.,  at  the  time  of  the  attack,  and  immediately  rented  a  car  to  return  to  Wartburg. 
Ohle  said  he  is  concerned  about  how  this  generation  of  students  will 


be  influenced  by  the  terrorism. 

"Students  of  today  have  never  had  to  face  this  kind  of 
aggression,"  said  Ohle.  "This  is  the  first  time  [in  their  lifetime]  U.S. 
borders  have  been  invaded-that's  significant." 

The  Luther  College  bomb  threat  Tuesday  made  the  commu- 
nity more  aware  of  what  could  happen  on  Wartburg's  campus.  Ohle 
said  it's  troubling  that  someone  would  take  advantage  of  the  terrorist 
situation  to  cause  problems  in  our  communities. 

"This  kind  of  aggression  affects  the  way  we  think,  the  way 
we  react  to  people,  the  way  in  which  we  work  together.  It's  always 
better  to  talk  through  our  differences  rather  than  use  aggression,"  he 
said. 

Students  eager  to  help  those  injured  in  the  disaster  contact- 
ed Doreen  Mingo,  director  of  the  student  health  and  wellness  center, 
to  see  if  they  could  give  blood. 

"The  Red  Cross  [in  Waterloo]  is  very  busy  with  people 
donating  blood,"  said  Mingo.  "We  called  to  see  if  they  were  sched- 
uled to  be  in  Waverly  in  the  near  future,  but  they  were  just  here 
three  weeks  ago." 

Instead,  the  Red  Cross  will  be  in  Waverly  Nov.  1,  and 
Mingo  said  the  Red  Cross  encouraged  donors  to  wait  to  until  then 
because  blood  supply  is  so  abundant  right  now.  Due  to  health  rea- 
sons, people  are  only  allowed  to  give  every  eight  weeks. 

"If  people  donate  now,  they  won't  be  able  to  give  Nov.  1," 
said  Mingo.

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The  Army  Reserve  Officer  Trainins  Corps  (ROTC)  debate  was  raised  al  W  arlburg  this  year,  and  it  probably  v/ori  i 
be  the  last  time.  Lt.  Col.  Michael  DePuglio,  professor  of  military  science  at  UNI,  presented  a  proposal  in  the  early  months 
of  2001  to  Wartburg's  Educational  Policies  Committee  for  Wartburg  to  affiliate  with  UNFs  ROTC  program. 
Although  it  was  unanimously  approved  for  further  consideration,  the  Faculty  Senate  voted  in  Febpiary 
gram.  DePuglio  subsequently  wrote  a  letter  to  the  faculty  and  staff  in  October  of  2001  to  reapply  for  a  partners! 
Wartburg.  He  wanted  the  opportunity  to  actually  present  the  proposal  to  the  Faculty  Senate,  which  he  did  not  ge 
February.  Some  thought  DePuglio  chose  this  time  to  reapply  because  of  the  nation's  vulnerability,  when  young  p  .  : 
could  be  coerced  into  joining  war-fighting  efforts.  He  said  that  wasn't  the  case. 

"I'm  not  taking  advantage  of  the  situation  [of  Sept.  11],"  DePuglio  said.  "Since  the  day  after  the  vote  I've  been 
planning  to  reapply."  Wartburg  currently  accepts  UNI  military  science  courses  for  full  credit,  but  students  must  pay  sepa- 
rately to  take  the  courses  (instead  of  only  paying  Wartburg  tuition).  Unexpected  controversy  arose  in  November,  when 
Brent  Siegrist  (R-Council  Bluffs),  speaker  of  the  Iowa  House  of  Representatives,  issued  a  press  release  citing  Wartburg  as 
an  example  of  opposition  to  ROTC.  He  planned  to  introduce  ROTC-related  legislation  this  year,  which  would  require  Iowa 
colleges  to  make  the  ROTC  program  available  if  there  is  "sufficient  student  interest." 

"According  to  published  reports,  other  colleges,  such  as  Wartburg  College  in  Waverly,  aren't  even  allowing  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Reserve  Officer  Training  Corps  to  make  their  pitch  on  campus,"  Siegrist  wrote.  President  Ohle  then 
issued  a  press  release  in  response,  saying  that  Siegrist's  statements  about  denying  ROTC  recruiters  access  to  Wartburg 
were  erroneous  and  based  on  inaccurate  information  in  an  Oct.  25  article  in  The  Des  Moines  Register.  "No  one  from 
Speaker  Siegrist's  office  made  any  attempt  to  contact  Wartburg  College  for  a  statement  or  an  understanding  of  our  pro- 
gram," Ohle  said  in  the  release.  "Although  Wartburg  does  not  offer  an  ROTC  program  as  part  of  its  curriculum,  the  college 
has  made  every  effort  to  accommodate  the  students  who  wish  to  take  military  science  courses  at  the  University  of 
j  Northern  Iowa."  Reasons  for  not  establishing  the  partnership  include  concern  about  extra  burden  to  Wartburg's  curricu- 
i  lum  and  the  military's  "don't  ask,  don't  tell"  policy  regarding  homosexuals  that  violates  Wartburg's  non-discrimination 
:  edict. 

Due  to  lack  of  student  input  about  the  program,  Wartburg  Student  Senate  invited  DePuglio  to  present  the  ROTC 
proposal  to  a  closed  meeting  Nov.  29.    Upon  reviewing  his  presentation  at  length.  Senate  saw  merit  in  the  program  and 
noted  the  possible  financial  benefits.  However,  they  also  shared  the  concerns  of  the  faculty,  questioning  the  ability  of  stu- 
dents to  complete  required  coursework  in  both  Wartburg's  Plan  of  Essential  Education  and  ROTC,  and  how  the  military's 
"don't  ask,  don't  tell"  policy  fits  in  with  Wartburg's  mission  as  a  college  of  the  church.  Consequently,  they  passed  a  reso- 
lution that  asked  the  administration  to  reconsider  its  position  on  ROTC.

What  is  it  like  to  be  an  International  Student  at  a  small,  Midwestern  school  that  is  predominantly  attended  by  white 
Americans?  We  asked  three  of  Wartburg's  graduating  International  students  what  qualities  attracted  them  to  Wartburg,  what 
they  loved  about  Wartburg  while  attending,  and  to  comment  on  what  they  will  take  with  them  after  they  leave. 

Vinay  Lobo,  Miki  Nishida,  and  Josephina  Antonia  all  saw  similar  qualities  in  Wartburg  that  made  them  want  to  attend. 
Small  class  sizes,  close  relationships  with  professors,  and  quality  of  education  were  aiH  drawing  points  for  these  graduating 
seniors.  Not  all  of  them  loved  Wartburg  immediately,  however.  "I  transferred  to  Wartburg  after  a  year  of  living  in  Connecticut." 
Lobo  says.  "I  regreted  my  decision  at  first  because  on  the  way  to  Wartburg  from  the  airport,  all  that  I  saw  were  beans  and  com. 
But  then  i  met  some  fun  people  and  it  wasn't  too  bad." 

All  three  say  they  have  made  wonderful  memories  here  at  Wartburg  and  will  remember  it  as  a  place  where  they  grew  up 
and  met  life-long  friends.  "Being  a  part  of  Wartburg  has  shaped  me  into  the  person  that  I  am  today,"  Antoniou  remembers,  "I 
learned  that  it  is  possible  to  make  your  dreams  come  true  and  that  it  is  OK  to  stand  up  for  what  you  believe...  My  fondest  mem- 
ories will  be  those  of  my  friends  and  all  the  moments  we  shared  together," 

Miki  Nishida  will  also  remember  her  friends  that  she  has  met  at  Wartburg:  "I  have  made  many  good  friends  at 
Wartburg,  and  professors  were  very  helpful.  I  am  happy  and  proud  that  I  went  to  Wartburg  for  four  years." 

These  three  students  are  great  examples  of  the  experiences  to  be  had  here  at  Wartburg,  and  all  three  hope  that  students 
following  the  path  they  chose  will  enjoy  it  as  much  as  they  did.

Falling  just  short  of  the  NCAA  Division  3  playoffs, 
the  2001  Wartburg  Knights  will  be  remembered.  However, 
they  will  be  remembered  not  only  for  their  near  playoff 
berth  but  also  for  their  impressive  5-0  record  in  the  newly 
dedicated  Walston-Hoover  Stadium.  Coach  Rick  Willis 
said,  "I  will  remember  an  outstanding  football  team  when  I 
look  back  at  2001. . .  we  persevered  through  some  tough 
times  and  maintained  the  tradition  that  has  been  estab- 
lished." 

The  Knights  upset  No.  5  ranked  Central  College, 
ending  their  17  game  regular  season  winning  streak.  The 
offense  breezed  by  the  Dutch  defense  with  Brad  Hodapp's 
career  high  155  yards  and  Justin  Beatty's  seventh  straight 
100  yard  rushing  game.  Similarly,  the  defense  crushed 
Central  by  causing  five  turnovers  and  totaling  seven  tackles 
for  loses  and  four  sacks.  Not  to  go  unrecognized,  Wartburg 
claimed  first  in  four  offensive  and  four  defensive  team  cate- 
gories in  the  Iowa  Conference,  ranked  third  nationally  in 
total  defense,  allowing  only  210  yards  per  game,  and 
climbed  into  the  top  20  in  turnover  margin  and  rushing 
defense. 

Individually,  many  players  received  rightful  recogni- 
tion at  the  end  of  the  season.  Beatty  finished  eighth  in  the

nation  in  rushing  with  1,377  yards,  and  ended  fourth  in  all 
time  single  season  efforts.  Dan  Achenbach  took  over  the 
school's  single  season  reception  mark  with  57  catches. 
Vince  King  raged  like  a  wild  animal  as  he  led  the  conference 
with  24  tackles  for  losses.  Jake  Olsen  claimed  third  in  the 
conference  with  an  impressive  1,752  yards  from  the  air. 
Finally,  with  six  interceptions,  Cody  Kelley  also  claimed  a 
third  place  spot  in  a  conference  category. 

This  year's  group  of  seniors  left  a  trademark  that 
would  be  impressive  at  a  school  of  any  size.  The  phenome- 
nal group  of  18  seniors  posted  a  36-4  regular  season  mark 
and  went  20-0  at  home.  Standing  tall  among  his  peers, 
offensive  lineman  Joel  Demro  was  selected  to  the  2001 
American  Football  Coaches  Association  Aztec  Bowl  all-star 
game. 

To  close  a  near  perfect  season,  eleven  Wartburg 
players,  which  was  top  in  the  IIAC,  were  selected  for  the 
2001  all-conference  teams.  Also,  four  players  landed  on  the 
second  team.  As  an  outward  reflection  of  Wartburg's  acad- 
emic excellence,  two  student  athletes  were  named  to  the 
first  team  academic  all-district,  while  eight  players  were 
placed  on  the  Iowa  Conference  fall  all-academic  team.

Sophomore  outside  hitters  Dia 
Dohlman  of  Eldora,  Amy  Kueker  of  Waverly  and 
junior  setter  Angle  Hulse  of  Clarence  were  named  to 
the  top  two  honor  teams  of  the  2001  Iowa 
Conference.  Wartburg's  three  all-conference  selec- 
tions are  the  most  in  a  season  since  1998.

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The  2001  season  for  the  Knight's  soccer  program  showed  a 
different  side  of  the  team.  Promise  for  the  future  was  ensured  by 
some  impressive  performances  turned  in  by  both  men's  and  women's 
teams. 

The  women  secured  several  new  records  including  13  victo- 
ries, 79  goals,  471  shots  on  goal  and  38  assists.  The  men  were  one 
victory  short  of  tying  the  school  record  for  wins.  Both  teams  quali- 
fied for  an  IIAC  postseason  tournament  berth  for  the  first  time. 

Kat  Breitbach,  junior  from  Strawberry  Point,  finished  as  the 
team's  leading  goal  scorer  with  a  school  record  of  14  goals.

Buttry  and  Erin  VanZee  '02  of  Pella  placed  third  and 
eighth,  respectively,  leading  six  all-region  runners  for  the  Knights.  The  men  finished  third,  led  by  Hughes  and  Tyson 
Keith  '03  of  Eldora,  placing  fifth  and  tenth. 

Great  performances  repeated  themselves  at  nationals,  with  the  men  placing  10th  and  women  Uth.  Buttry  and 
Hughes  qualified  for  AIl-American  status.  "We  were  hot  emotionally,  and  our  runners  were  looking  forward  to  com- 
ing back  to  Augustan  after  our  first  effort  there,"  Johnson  said.  "We  had  just  kept  progressing  since  the  conference 
meet,  running  faster.  There  was  no  fear  and  plenty  of  excitement  for  our  team."  The  2002  team  will  have  a  legacy 
of  record  breaking  performances  and  dedicated  runners  to  follow.

"I  look  at  it  like  we're  building  a  house,"  Franzen  said. 
"We  have  the  foundation  set  with  a  good  sophomore  and  fresh- 
men class.  We  need  to  keep  the  ball  rolling." 

Amanda  McMahan  of  Keokuk  and  Amy  Gustafson  of 
Urbandale,  both  sophomores,  led  the  team  throughout  the  season. 

The  men  pulled  an  impressive  season  finishing  with  an  84- 
17  record  in  head-to-head  tournament  competition  and  produced  a 
307-stroke  average. 

Excited  with  what  the  program  could  do  next  year, 
Franzen  was  happy  to  sec  the  growth  shown  in  the  2001  season. 
With  a  slow  start,  the  Knights  rounded  up  some  respectful  finishes 
at  the  end  of  the  season  with  tournament  wins  at  the  University  of 
Dubuque  and  upper  Iowa  and  finishing  second  at  Luther. 

Recipient  of  the  team's  Most  Valuable  Player,  senior  Mark 
Nemmers  of  Waterloo  fell  just  short  of  his  second  straight  all-con- 
ference honor.  All  the  returnees  for  the  2003  season  received 
beaming  reports  from  Franzen.

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Wartburg  College  men's  basketball  coach  Dick  Peth  can  look  back  and  smile  for  many  reasons  when  he 
remembers  the  2001-02  Knights.  The  team  ended  with  its  second  straight  20-win-or-more  season,  placed  second 
in  the  Iowa  Conference's  regular  season  race  and  post-season 
tournament  and  put  two  of  its  members  on  the  all-league  honor 
teams  while  battling  some  of  the  best  competition  NCAA  Division 
III  could  offer.  The  consecutive  20-win-or-more  season  is  at  the 
top  of  the  accomplishment  list,  according  to  Peth.  The  Knights  did 
so  for  the  first  time  since  1973-74  and  1974-75  when  the  program 
was  still  battling  in  the  NAIA. 

"Our  players  will  look  upon  what  they  accomplished  down 
the  road  and  be  proud  of  being  part  of  two  straight  20-win  teams," 
he  said.  "That  is  something  they  accomplished  as  a  team  just  as 
they  did  everything  else  this  season  and  last.

The  team's  seniors  led  a  team  that  won  four  of  its  first  six, 
dropped  three  of  four  on  a  rugged  road  trip  to  Las  Vegas  and 
Chicago  and  then  hit  an  eight-game  win  streak  after  Christmas.  The 
Knights  battled  eventual  league  champion  Buena  Vista  tooth  and 
nail  throughout  the  conference  season,  winding  up  as  the  second 
seed  for  the  postseason  tournament,  Wartburg  reeled  off  a  pair  of 
home  wins  to  open  the  tourney  and  then  fell  in  a  closely-contested 
game  at  BV  in  the  conference  tourney  final  to  conclude  the  year. 

The  Knights  men's  basketball  program  also  topped  the  league  in  attendance,  averaging  almost  800  fans  per 
home  contest.    The  Knights  can  look  forward  to  an  exciting  season  next  year  expected  to  bring  some  good  com- 
petition and  great  games.

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The  Wartburg  wrestlers  finished  the  2001-2002  wrestling 
season  as  the  second-best  team  in  Division  III.  They  compiled  a  17- 

2  dual  meet  record,  won  their  10^  consecutive  Iowa  Conference 
Championship,  and  finished  second  at  both  the  Cliff  Keen/NWCA 
National  Duals  and  the  Division  III  National  Championships. 

Wartburg  scored  81  points  at  the  national  championships  in 
Pennsylvania,  six  points  behind  champion  Augsburg.  The  Knights 
Ued  for  second  place  with  Upper  Iowa  University.  This  was 
Augsburg's  third  consecutive  championship.  Wartburg  won  the 
national  championships  in  1996  and  1999. 

"Eight  out  of  the  last  10  years  we've  been  first  or  second  in 
the  nation,"  coach  Jim  Miller  said.  "Our  success  comes  from  hard 
work  and  our  staff.  Environment  is  everything;  it's  not  a  coinci- 
dence." Sports  Illustrated  honored  Miller  in  their  March  18  edition  by 
including  him  in  its  "Faces  in  the  Crowd"  section. 

Seven  Wartburg  wrestlers  earned  Ail-American  honors  by 
finishing  in  the  top  eight.  Third-place  All-Americans  were  juniors 
Wil  Kelly  at  141,  Kevin  Bratland  at  157,  Alain  Djoumessi  at  197,  and 
LeRoy  Gardner  III  at  heavyweight.  Junior  Sonny  Alvarez  placed 
fourth  at  184,  junior  Heath  Ropp  placed  fifth  at  125,  and  senior  Tony 
Ganas  placed  eighth  at  149.  Bratland  was  named  to  the  2002 
Nafional  Wrestling  Coaches  Association  (NWCA)  Division  III 
Scholar  All-American  team.

Wartburg  won  four  out  of  five  matches  going  head  to 
head  with  Augsburg  opponents. 

Senior  Kevin  Powell  took  down  two  oppo- 
nents at  nationals,  and  freshman  Mark  Sturm  defeated 
one  opponent  at  165  and  174,  respectively.  Sturm, 
Djoumessi,  and  Gardner  III  were  2002  individual 
Iowa  Conference  Champions. 

The  Knights  will  return  seven  Ail-Americans 
next  year,  including  junior  Joe  Havig,  who  did  not 
wrestle  in  post-season  competition  due  to  a  season- 
ending  elbow  dislocation.

Wartburg's  softball  program  is  getting  used  to  re- 
writing its  record  books.  A  year  after  breaking  15  marks, 
the  2002  squad  got  the  eraser  out  and  reset  four  more. 
Junior  Stephanie  Rasmussen  of  Audubon  turned  in  two  of 
the  new  records.  Senior  outfielder  Natalie  Curran  of 
Waterloo  grabbed  the  all-time  triples  and  at-bats  marks. 
The  new  standards  were  part  of  a  campaign  that  saw  the 
Knights  come  close  to  a  second  consecutive  Iowa 
Conference  championship  and  reach  NCAA  Division  III 
regional  action  for  the  second  time  in  as  many  seasons. 

"I  believe  everyone's  goal  is  to  have  an  opportunity 
to  win  the  Iowa  Conference  with  a  week  left,"  head  coach 
Randy  Schneider  said.  "We  were  in  a  position  to  determine 
our  own  destiny  and  simply  came  up  short.  Yet,  we  still 
proved  to  be  one  of  the  elite,  with  a  national  calling  that 
sent  us  back  to  our  second  straight  National  Tournament.  I 
think  it  speaks  highly  of  the  quality  of  softball  in  the  Iowa 
Conference,  when  three  teams  qualify  for  the  NCAA  tour- 
nament." 

Like  the  previous  season,  2002  got  off  to  a  fast 
start.  The  Knights  won  an  impressive  8  of  10  on  the  annual 
Florida  swing,  with  six  games  of  five  or  more  runs  scored. 
The  final  five  games  were  part  of  a  season-best  nine-game

In  addi- 
tion, seven  were  selected  for  the  all-league  team,  including 
sophomore  designated  hitter  Heather  Winter  of  West 
Union,  Schneider's  first-ever  first  team  honorce.  Junior 
first  baseman  Kathy  Voss  of  New  Liberty  also  showed  the 
team  could  also  perform  well  in  the  classroom.  She  was 
named  first  team  academic  all-district  by  Verizon  and 
awaits  word  on  possible  academic  All-American  honors.

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Major  events  for  the  Wartburg  Choir  began  with 
choir  bonding  at  the  Waverly  Municipal  Hall  in  October. 
After  the  choir  became  acquainted,  they  began  to  focus  on 
repertoire  for  Christmas  with  Wartburg  and  ultimately  for 
the  European  tour.  In  January,  renowned  bass-baritone 
and  Iowa  native  Simon  Estes  performed  a  concert  in 
Neumann  auditorium,  and  invited  the  choir  to  perform  a  set 
of  spirituals  during  the  concert.  As  part  of  the  Martin 
Luther  King  Jr.  service  day,  the  choir  sang  for  residents  at 
Bartcls  retirement  home  in  Waverly.  The  group  also  spent 
a  run-out  weekend  in  March  performing  in  Minneapolis 
and  Mason  City. 

In  April,  the  Wartburg  Choir  embarked  on  a  five- 
week  tour  of  Europe.  Beginning  in  England,  the  90-mem- 
ber  ensemble,  directed  by  Dr.  Paul  Torkelson,  traveled  by 
bus  through  eight  countries,  including  Italy,  Slovenia, 


Austria,  Germany,  the  Czech  Republic,  Poland  and 
Luxembourg.  In  Ohringen,  Germany,  the  choir  premiered 
a  work  written  for  them  by  contemporary  composer 
Sigmund  Schmidt,  who  was  in  the  audience  at  the  perfor- 
mance. On  Saturday,  May  11,  the  choir  performed  to  a  full 
house  in  the  Festsaal  at  the  Wartburg  Castle  in  Eisenach, 
Germany. 

Preceding  the  concert,  the  Board  of  Regents 
announced  to  the  choir  that  Simon  Estes  would  be  joining 
the  faculty  at  Wartburg  and  performing  with  the  choir  dur- 
ing the  2002-03  school  year.  The  tour  was  completed  in 
Luxembourg  with  a  celebration  in  the  Wine  Caves  of 
Wormeldange  following  the  final  concert.

Commemorating  its  10th  anniversary  this 
year,  Wartburg  Television  had  many  reasons 
to  celebrate!  The  WTV  staff  exceeded  its  own 
expectations  by  broadcasting  as  many  as  seven 
live  shows  in  one  week.  WTV  produced  three 
five  programs  each  week  and  recorded  convo- 
cations, concerts,  live  sporting  events  and  spe- 
cial programs.  In  an  average  week,  the  stu- 
dents of  WTV  aired  more  than  20  hours  of 
oiiginal  programming. 

The  tragic  events  of  Sept.  11  pulled  the 
WTV  staff  and  volunteers  together  in  an  effort 
to  produce  live  local  and  breaking-news  cover- 
age of  the  events  taking  place  in  New  York  City 
and  around  the  United  States.  WTV  brought 
Wartburg  and  the  surrounding  communities 
local  event  cancellations,  chapel  times  and  live 
interviews  with  students  and  staff  who  were 
affected  by  the  terrorist  attacks. 


In  addition  to  WTV8  News  every  Monday, 
SportsKnight  on  Tuesdays,  and  KnightWatch 
on  Thursdays,  Wartburg  Television  added  in 
the  spring  of  '02  a  new  program  called 
LateKnight.  This  30-minutc  comedy  show 
produced  once  a  month  is  la  first  for  WTV  and 
allows  for  more  variety  in  programming  com- 
edy segments  that  are  different  from  the  regu- 
lar news  and  sports  coverage.  Because  of  pos- 
itive feedback  from  Wartburg  students,  the 
station  expects  to  give  it  a  regular  spot  in  the 
WTV  weekly  lineup  in  thge  future. 

In  April,  WTV8  News  was  the  recipient  of 
the  Best  Newscast  award  in  the  student  divi- 
sion of  the  Northwest  Broadcast  News 
Association's  contest.  Alumnus  Nathan 
Stoltman  won  an  award  for  a  documentary  he 
produced  on  drunken  driving  prevention.  This 
was  the  second  straight  year  Wartburg 


Television  received  first  place  in  both  cate- 
gories. In  addition,  WTV  received  11  awards  in 
the  Society  for  Collegiate  Journalists  annual 
awards  competition. 

Besides  on  air  success,  many  improve- 
ments have  been  made  to  the  WTV  facilities 
this  year.  Thanks  to  the  support  of  the  college, 
Wartburg  alums,  and  donors,  Wartburg 
Television  was  able  to  purchase  two  new  JVC 
digital  studio  cameras,  new  teleprompter 
mounts  and  three  new  PC  non-linear  editing 
systems.

In  the  Trumpet's  96th  year  of  publication,  the  production  has  been 
all  about  teamwork.  Communication  arts  majors  recaptured  the  leader- 
ship, providing  opportuniies  to  apply  the  reporting,  editing,  graphic  and 
photographic  skills  they've  learned  through  their  major  curriculum.  The 
new  feel  of  the  Trumpet  was  realized  with  the  introduction  of  a  new 
logo,  namcplate  and  design  styles. 

The  Trumpet  staff  was  rewarded  for  its  efforts  in  the  first  issue  in  the 
fall  when  the  paper  received  third  place  in  Associated  Collegiate  Press 
national  competition  for  coverage  of  the  terrorism  aftermath  in  the  Sept. 
17,  2001,  issue.  Along  with  the  rest  of  America,  Wartburg  was  affected 
by  the  disaster,  and  the  Trumpet  covered  conmiunity  and  college  reac- 
tion. As  one  of  34  entrants,  Wartburg  was  the  only  small  college  of  five 
recognized  for  non-daily  newspapers  from  four-year  colleges. 

In  March  the  Trumpet  received  five  awards  during  the  ACP's  Best 
of  the  Midwest  convention  in  Minneapolis.  Editor-in-chief  Jordan 
Drackley  ('03)  won  first  place  for  editorial  writing.  Sports  editor  Josh 
Smothers  ('03)  won  a  second  for  feature  writing  and  an  honorable 
mention  for  sports  writing.  The  Trumpet  also  received  honorable  men- 
tions in  the  Newspaper  of  the  Year  category  for  overall  excellence  and 
for  its  terrorist  issue, 


The  Trumpet  celebrated  the  Sesquicentennial  along  with  the  rest  of 
the  campus  by  covering  events  relating  to  the  anniversary,  publishing 
Sesquicentennial  "Moments  in  History,"  and  covering  the  $88  million 
fund-raising  campaign  announced  at  Homecoming,  The  staff  was  excit- 
ed at  the  chance  to  report  the  news  during  such  a  significant  milestone 
in  Wartburg's  history. 

Ongoing  topics  covered  by  the  Trumpet  included  the  possibility  of 
Wartburg  implementing  an  ROTC  program,  technology  problems, 
increased  tuition  costs,  the  construction  of  the  new  science  hall  and  stu- 
dent union  renovations,  and  the  continued  success  of  Wartburg  athlet- 
ics. 

During  this  big  news  year,  the  Trumpet  also  reported  the  contro- 
versy behind  a  co-founder  of  the  Hooters  restaurant  chain  coming  to 
speak  at  an  AMA  meeting,  the  debut  of  sophomore  Tim  Warmanen's 
movie  "PLAYED,"  and  the  success  of  the  Res  221  suite  selling  orange 
"Go  Knights"  T-shirts.  This  year's  staff  has  handled  everything  that's 
been  thrown  at  it  and  has  enjoyed  bringing  the  news  on  Wartburg's 
campus  to  students,  faculty,  staff,  alumni  and  other  interested  sub- 
scribers.
